The 
contractor will provide repairs and accident repairs on an as-needed basis. 
 
This repair contract is intended to supplement the BMW motorcycle repairs performed by the City’s Technicians in 
the Fleet Service Centers.  APD currently operates seventy-one (71) BMW Police Motorcycles. 
 
In order to determine the best value to the City, evaluation criteria included an hourly labor rate for repair services, 
hourly labor rate for accident repairs, dealer markup for replacement parts associated with repairs, round trip pickup 
and delivery charges, local business presence, miscellaneous shop supplies, and priority charge for expedited repairs.
